Upon a dry.firm bottom or shelf, proceed to make 
the bed by spreading a thin layer oi the prepared mixture, pounding it firm, and continue thus, till the bed is twelve inches thick. 
Leave it thus for about a week, or till the temperature has subsided to eighty-five degrees. Then make holes about ten inches 
apart, and put in each a piece of spawn about the size ofanegg. Press the spawnfirmly into the compost about two inches, leay- 
ing the top uncovered to allow the excess of heat and moisture to pass off without injury to the germs. Afterten daysfillthe holes 
sndcover the whole bed with two inches of fresh loam, and over this place a few inches of straw. If the temperature is right mush- 
rooms willappear in six or eight weeks from the time of spawning.
